Celebrations for the 
Shaw Festival’s 50th sea¬ 
son are aimed at achiev¬ 
ing two goals—honouring 


the past and looking to the 
future, says artistic direc¬ 
tor Jackie Maxwell. 

This season’s varied 
playbill, fashioned to 
reflect those goals, repre¬ 
sents what has made the 
Shaw Festival the cultural 
icon that it has become 
and what it hopes to 
achieve. 

It is also designed to 
show the world why the 
festival should be around 
for another 50 years, says 
Maxwell. 

Those who call Niagara- 
on-the-Lake home know 
well the story of the festi¬ 


val’s modest beginnings: a 
local lawyer, passionate 
about the theatre and 
looking for a way to liven 
up the summer months, 
decides 1962 Niagara-on- 
the-Lake is the time and 
place to play homage to 
George Bernard Shaw, 
leading to the staging of 
two Shaw plays over eight 
weekends in the Court 

In the intervening 
decades, one small stage 
grew to four theatres; two 
productions expanded to 
10 to 12 plays by Shaw and 
his contemporaries each 


season; a broadened 
mandate embraces new 
playwrights; an assembly 
of a core of talented and 
dedicated actors includes 
accomplished singers; 
and an international rep¬ 
utation attracts more than 
250,000 audience mem¬ 
bers each year, with 
almost $15 million in tick- 

Box office success con¬ 
sistently indicates the 
Shaw is producing great 
theatre that audiences 
find relevant and want to 
see, driving tourism in 
NOTL and having a $106.6 


million economic impact 
across the province. 

Previews for the 50th 
season begin April 7 with 
Candida. The classic love 
triangle will be staged at 
the Royal George, and 
represents the first time a 
Bernard Shaw play has 
been presented at the 
three main theatres in one 
season, says Maxwell, 
who loves the idea of 
revisiting the first play of 
that first season, all these 
years later—it still offers 
relevant commentary on 
marriage. 

It also represents a way 


of looking forward by 
“tweaking” one of Shaw’s 
plays “just a little differ¬ 
ently,” she says. 

Maxwell has been 
directing rehearsals her¬ 
self, until Polish-horn 
Tadeusz Bradecki returns 
to Niagara-on-the-Lake to 
take over. 

He offered to step in 
after the sudden and 
untimely passing of Gina 
Wilkinson, who was to 
have directed Candida.

With rehearsals well 
underway and previews 
about to launch the Shaw 
Festival’s 50th season, 
artistic director Jackie 
Maxwell can look ahead 
knowing she will be around 
for the next four years. 

“I am so proud of the 
work presented at The 
Shaw and feel privileged 
that the Shaw Festival's 
board of governors has 
given me the opportunity 
to further contribute to the 
Shaw’s theatrical story by 


leading it into its next 50 
years,” said Maxwell when 
her contract renewal was 
announced. 

“I still feel I have a lot of 
ideas to contribute," 
Maxwell told the Advance. 

“In theatre, we’re pretty 
good at knowing when we 
should stop, and I don’t feel 
I’m there yet. This place has 
a really good energy, and I 
definitely feel I have a few 
more years in me.” 

When Maxwell settled in

Volunteer discovers marking on table, dating it and establishing standard of quality 


But there 
remains a 
mystery attached 
to a museum arti¬ 
fact. 


A recent discovery has 
been made by Museum vol¬ 
unteer Pat Hunter. 

Pat, who has been 
researching the museum’s 
furniture collection, found a 
table with unique markings 
on it After some digging Pat 
discovered a wealth of infor¬ 
mation the museum never 
knew about the artifact. 

The table was built by 
Joseph Gengenbach (1715-

©the museum 


1797), also known as 
“Canabas” Joseph was bom 
in Germany and was the son 
of a prominent cabinet maker 
of the time. He travelled to 
Paris, France and in 1766 


attained the status of Master 
in the jurande des 
menuisiers-ebenistes (JME), 
a guild of the finest cabinet 
makers. 

JME is another mark Pat 
found on the table while 
doing her research. This 
mark was placed on all 
approved pieces by the guild 
beginning in 1743. This tells 
us that Joseph’s table passed 
the guild’s strict guidelines 
for quality work. 

JME was established in the 
Middle Ages and continued 
with little change until 1791 
when it was dissolved due to 
the French Revolution. It 
required their furniture mak¬ 
ers to have at least six years of 
training that led to a high 


degree of technical special¬ 
ization and a higher standard 
of work. In order to become a 
Master, Joseph had to prove 
his competence by making a 
masterpiece approved by the 
guild judges. 

After approval, Joseph 
would have been allowed to 
open his own workshop. Any 
furniture that did not meet 
JME standards was confiscat- 

It seems Joseph's table in 
the Museum collection was 
approved by the JME and 
must have been built 
between 1766 and 1797. 

The only mystery that 
remains is how the piece got 
from France to Niagara and 
who brought it over?

When you think this has 
not been the case, you first 
turn to the body or board in 
question and seek resolu¬ 
tion of problems at the local 

There are usually mecha¬ 
nisms in place for handling 
complaints. If your problem 
is with the school board, 
hospital or a long term care 
facility, if there is still dis¬ 
agreement, your next level 
is to approach the corre¬ 
sponding provincial min- 


What if you are still not 
satisfied that anyone is 
actually hearing your con- 

In many cases you may 
consider filing a complaint 
with the Ombudsman of 
Ontario. Unless you have a 
problem with a school 
board, hospital or long term 
care facility that is. 
Currently these areas, 
among others are not under 
the jurisdiction of the 
Ombudsman. At least not in 
Ontario. 

There is an option. Bill 


131 passed first reading in 
Provincial Parliament in 
November, 2010. Take a look 
at the bill on the 
Ombudsman’s website and 
consider what it could mean 
to have an independent, 
trusted investigation on 
complaints. Sometimes it is 
the system itself that needs 
to be reviewed.

trainer, which involved 
quite a bit of travel time 
and expense. 

"I don’t know how he 
managed it,” says Jamie. 

“I guess that’s why he 
worked so hard." 

"He is an incredible 
man,” says Erica Lepp of 
the Oban Inn, which her 
mother, Si Wai Lai, now 

“He is a true asset to our 
community." 

And at the moment, he 
could use some help from 
the community. 


Those who know 
Hoadley well know that he 
is experiencing serious 
health issues—he is bat¬ 
tling a very aggressive 
brain tumor.. 

Jamie explains: a com¬ 
mon type of brain tumor, 
called Glioblastoma 
Multiforme, was first 
found in January 2010 and 
was immediately removed. 
After that Rich had 30 days 
of radiation and 
chemotherapy followed by 
about eight months of just 
the chemo drug, while 
having an MRI every three 
months. 

“The doctors were very 
pleased with the treatment 
and things were going 
quite well until December, 
when my dad started com¬ 
plaining about the amount 
of pain he was in. 
Something didn’t seem 
right. His memory, speech 
and motor skills were 
deteriorating very quickly.” 

His team of doctors at 
The Juravinski Cancer 
Centre moved his next 


MRI up to January, and 
discovered that the chemo 
was no longer affective 
and the tumor had grown 
rapidly, covering most of 
the left side of his brain, 
says Jamie. 

“It seemed like the 
tumor had exploded.” 

Another small growth 
was also found on his 
brain stem, and although 
doctors were able to oper¬ 
ate on the large tumor, 
they couldn’t touch the 
one on his brain stem 
because of its location. 

For that, he's being treat¬ 
ed with injections of 
Avastin, a tumor-starving 
therapy which blocks the 
protein put out by the 
tumor, cutting off its food 
supply so that it feeds off 
itself, causing it to shrink. 

Rich has already had two 
of these injections, and 
has a third booked for 
April 7—they are sched¬ 
uled one every three 
weeks.

For those interested in the 
breakdown of costs—the 
building project, under dis¬ 
cussion for more than a 
decade, did not get seriously 
underway until infrastruc¬ 
ture funding was promised. 
The $6 million facility was 
financed with $2 million 
each from the federal gov¬ 
ernment and the province, 
matched by $2 million from 
the municipality. 

The town’s portion was 
intended to be funded by 
$550,000 from a community 
centre reserve fund and 
$450,000 to be raised by the 
fundraising committee. 

A couple of pleasant sur¬ 
prises have helped pay for 
some enhancements and 
made it the impressive facil¬ 
ity that was unveiled this 
weekend—MPP Kim Craitor 


arranged a grant of $1.5 mil¬ 
lion that was in addition to 
infrastructure money, and it 
was announced Saturday 
that the fundraising com¬ 
mittee had topped its goal, 
with the total standing now 
at $650,000, news that 
earned a standing ovation 
twice in the day for Wiens 
and his committee. 

But what visitors wit¬ 
nessed Saturday was far 
more than an impressive 
structure of bricks and mor¬ 
tar—it was the result of a 
community working togeth- 

The building, said Rev. 
Bob Wright, asked to give 
the dedication, embodies 
the spirit of community hos¬ 
pitality, and “comes to life 
through our presence."

Are you ready for the 
Grand Ball, a launch to 
some of the 1812 bicenten¬ 
nial celebrations over the 
coming years? 

Dispatches 2012, a proj¬ 
ect of Niagara Falls artists, 
has been providing cos¬ 
tume workshops to prepare 
for bicentennial celebra- 

In the coming weeks, they 
are offering free dance les¬ 


sons to those who wish to 
attend the ball, so they will 
be primed when they take 
to the dance floor. 

In Canada and in Britain 
in the 19th century, people 
were dance-crazy, often 
dancing all night—decades 
later visitors and travellers 
were still talking about it, 
says country dance instruc¬ 
tor and dance historian 
Karen Millyard. 

Newspapers often pub¬ 
lished accounts of balls and 
dancing was taken serious¬ 
ly—you had to be trained in 
dancing if you had any 
social pretensions at all, 
says Millyard. 

English country dancing 
resembles an elegant style 
of square dancing, she 
says—steps are prompted, 
performed in groups, with 
dancers weaving patterns 


around each other. Picture 
the dancing in Jane Austen 
film adaptations, she says. 

“It’s also an equal oppor¬ 
tunity style of dance—there 
is no lead or follower.” 

While costumes are not 
mandatory, women tend to 
feel more comfortable and 
are more likely to take on 
the persona of a 19th centu¬ 
ry dancer when wearing 
long dresses—and shoes 
with heels are definitely not 
a good idea, she says. 

The Dispatches 2012 
Project is offering a series of 
four two-hour dance les¬ 
sons on April 7, 14, 28 and 
May 5 from 7 to 9 p.m. at a 
cost of $50. 

But anyone purchasing 
tickets to the ball will 
receive the dance lessons 
free, says Dean Tedesco of 
Dispatches 1812. 


These classes will be 
taught,with live music, at 
St.Patrick’s Church in 
Niagara Falls by Millyard, 
who is also a choreogra¬ 
pher. The dances are not 
hard to learn, she promises. 
They do not require a spe¬ 
cific partner or any previous 
experience—attend alone 
or as a couple and immerse 
yourself in the entertain¬ 
ment of the early 19th cen¬ 
tury. And it's great exercise, 
she adds.

Garrett Bjorgan is 17 now, 
still has that beautiful smile 
that wins the hearts of all who 
meet him and the good 
nature that delights those 
who know him, and is loved 
by the staff and students at 
Holy Cross, where he goes to 

But born with cerebral 
palsy, which left him wheel¬ 
chair-bound and requiring 
constant care, Garrett will be 
cut loose from the school sys¬ 
tem when he's 21, and his 
parents are beginning to look 
ahead to what awaits him. 

Steffanie and Moe Bjorgan 
have been advocating for 
Garrett and other special 
needs kids since he was bom, 
when they discovered the 
gaps that exist in meeting the 
needs of families such as 
theirs. They haven’t stopped 
yet They can’t. 

There are more than 3,500 
families in the Niagara Region 
with special needs. Some of 
them receive funding for 
some aspects of care, but 
there are others, such as par¬ 
ents of young adults, who are 
without help. 

Some of those with the 
greatest needs, who require 

as Garrett, will get no help 
once they reach 21, says 
Steffanie. 

“I’ve seen what happens to 
those families. I’ve seen our 
future. When Garrett is done 
school, he has nowhere to go. 
It's like these kids are missing 
citizens. People don’t know 
they exist” 

She and Moe have full-time 
jobs, but somebody will have 
to look after Garrett. Moe

is always home, but that’s not 
ideal for them—and it's not 
good for Garrett either, who 
needs the stimulation of 
social situations and enjoys 
being with other young peo- 

And not all parents have 
that choice. Steffanie knows 
one mom who has had to quit 
her job to stay home to care 
for her young adult with high 
needs. The only other option 
is a hospital or long-term care 
facility that caters to seniors, 
and those are not appropriate 
settings for young adults— 
they lead to isolation and 
depression. 

"It really kills me to see that 
ball dropped for the kids who 
need the most help,” says 
Steffanie. 

So, as she has for 17 years, 
Steffanie has picked up that 
ball and tried to run with it, 
beginning a new program at 
Red Roof Retreat for young 
adults, offering social and 
emotional support, physical 
and personal care, recreation 
and leisure activities on-site 
and within the community. 

Like respite weekend care 
and the summer programs 
offered by Red Roof, the adult 
day program is provided at 
the Ranch on Concession 6 in 
Virgil, Red Roof’s 11-acre 
hobby farm with farm ani¬ 
mals, accessible walking 
trails, creek, wedands and 
horse pastures. 


Those young adults who 
take part in the program 
might be enrolled in other 
community programs, or they 
might not have any other 
options, and are looking for 
an opportunity to be out in 
the community in a safe and 
supported way, says Bjorgan. 

Some have funding provid¬ 
ed through various provincial 
programs, and some have no 
help with funding whatsoev¬ 
er. It costs $130 a day, so par¬ 
ents can only take advantage 
of it two or three days a week 
at most, but it gives them 
some respite and their special 
needs adult a chance to 
socialize. 

Red Roof volunteers and 
staff are constandy funding to 
offset operadonal costs and 
subsidize the respite weekend 
program, which serves about 
30 Niagara families and has a 
waiting list of another 30, but 
this adult day camp Is a break¬ 
even service that must pay for 
itself, Bjorgan says. 

The 9th Annual Pasta 
Dinner is coming up Sunday, 
April 17 at John Michaels 
Banquet Hall in Thorold. It 
promises to be another great 
event in support of the week¬ 
end respite program, with 
tickets at $20 or $10 for chil¬ 
dren six to 12 years of age.
